The double shooting took place shortly 
after 6 o’clock while the streets were crowd- 
ed with returning shoppers and employés on 
their way home from work. Several persons 
had narrow escapes from being hit by stray 
bullets, and a horse attached to a delivery 
wagon was shot and killed. 


Chase Covers Many Blocks. 


Gracio fell at Ontario and Cass streets, while 
Detective Gilman was shot down on Franklin 
street between Ohio and Ontario streets. 
Gracio was shot In the right temple and died 
a few minutes after being taken to the 
Passavant hospital 

Gilman was shot in the left side, the bullet 
striking the left femoral artery, causing a 
severe loss of blood. He lay in the street 
unattended for nearly ten minutes before 


fellow officers found him and rushed him to, 


the same hospital to which his assailant 
was taken. 

Gilman was in a weak condition for several 
weeks prior to last evening’s occurrence, 
having been ten and almost killed by a 
gang of thugs at North Clark and Ind: 
ana streets several weeks ago, when he 
sought to arrest two men who were fighting 
in the street. 

Shot at Former Employer. . 

Gracio, who Was of powerful build, the

He escaped 
by jumping into @ wagon which was standing 
tn front ot the place, but not before he was 
recognized by Simes. A policeman was sent 
to watch hie house, 1020 Johnson street, and 
Detectives Gilman and Burns were detailed 
by Inspector J. L. Revere to look for him in 
the vicinity of the laundry, on the chance he 
might return to attack the foreman again. 

The two detectives were walking south on 
Franklin street, and when near Ontario they 
saw & man standing in the shadow of a bulld- 
ing. He answered the description of Gracio, 
and the two policemen approached and asked 
what he was doing. The man had both 
hands in his overcoat pockets, a fact which 
Caused the officers to discard caution. Gil- 
man reached out to seize the fellow, when, 
without warning, two shots were fired and he 
dropped to the sidewalk. Gracio had fired 
through his overcoat pocket. 


Burns Starts Long Chase. 

When Gilman fell, and before Detective 
Burng could draw his own weapon, Gracio 
turned and ran east in Ontario street. Burns 
hesitated for a moment debating whether his 
duty lay in caring for his wounded partner or 


in running down his assailant. He stooped his. 


head to Gilman and asked: “ Where are you 


hurt, Jesse?” 

„Pu done for, Billy; ait bm, was the 
reply, and Burns went in pursuit of the flee- 
ing dgeailant, At Wells street Gracio turned 
south and dodged into an alley between On- 
tario and Ohio streets. Burns continued east 
in Ontario street and at La Salle street came 
up with Gracio. He reached out and caught 
the fleeing man by the pocket of his overcoat, 
but was unable to bold him. Burns then 
reached for his own revolyer, but before he 
could draw it from his pocket Gracio turned 
and fred two shots at close range at the de- 
tective. 

Two Shots Graze Detective. 


Both shots grazed Burne’ right ear. Gracio, 
without pausing to see the effect of hisshots,

SELF-DEFENSE HIS PLEA.| 


W. H. Morris of Piano, who shot amd kilied 


Mrs. Betella Dumas of Pontiac in thestreets 


of Montgomery last Saturday night, was 
captured by his wife yesterday and given 


up to the police. 

Having been unsuccessful in cen to 
cut his throat he swallowed poison and was 
in a serious condition at the &. Charles 
hospital at Aurora last night. 

After five nichts of suffering from cold. 
hunger and mental agony Morris sought 
refuge at his wife's residence, which he had 
deserted tolive with the woman he murdered. 
Part of the time he was hiding in a vacant 
house near Montgomery to which the police 
were led by @ trail of blood from the scene of 
the shooting, the rest of the time be was in 
the hayloft of a farmer barn. 


Discovered By His Wife. 

Wounded, half starved, and utterly ex- 
hausted, the fugitive from a half dosen 
posses staggéred twelve miles to his old 
home Thursday night. He reached it early 
next morning, succeeded in entering, and 
found something to eat. His wife and fam- 
ily had not been staying at the house since 
the „but had been living with neigh- 
bors. 

At about 10 o'clock Mrs. Morris and’ a 
friend, Mra Levi Ovitt, went te the house 
to do some housework. As soon ees they en- 
tered Mrs. Mori remarked that some one 
hed been there. As they walked down the hal! 
the bathroom door opened and Morris con- 
fronted them. Mra Ovitt fled from the 
house, ane the busbend and wife shrenk 
back in mutual fear. 

He was bloody and haggard and booked 
desperate, but he had in his heart the cring- 
ing terror ofa hunted man.

Chief of Police Michels 
sat at his bedside, and hed already secured 
a confession from him, which will be used 
against the prisoner when he is tried. 

“This is my punishment, I suppose, for 
deserting my wife, Morris remarked *“ But 
the punishment did not begin until 1 tried 
to leave that woman and go back to my 
family. ‘ 

“I couldn't deliberately commit murder. 
I never had a thought of killing Stella. I 
hed been with her at the Riverview hotel 
until my eyes were opened and I realized 
my position. I wanted to return to my wife 
and -childnen. 


Flees After Shooting Woman

Proseeution's Witnesses Defend De- 
fendant in French Case. 


TOURS, France, Dec, 23.—" An amazing 
court drama of passion and pathos" is how 
a local paper tonight sums up the trial of 
" Count and Countess @Auiby de 
Gatigny. charged with heving swindled the 
Duchess de Chotsseul-Prasiin, formerly Mrs.

Paints Defendant as Victim. 

N. Diot, president of the Toure Association

MISTAKE IN RECKONING. 


British Flyer Nephew of Former New

LONDON, Dec. 23.—It is generally believed 
tonight in London that Cecil . Grace, the 
aviator who disappeared yesterday while 
estaying a return cross channel fight fom 
Calais to Dover in an aeroplane, hag been lost 
in the North sea.

Grace might have landed was searched today 
unavailingly, and the boats that churned the 
channel and portions of the North sea on the 
lookout for the youth or wreckage of his 
machine report their search vain. 


Biplane Not Fitted with Pontoons. . 

Grace carried petrol sufficient for a flight of 
of about five hours. His biplane was not 
fitted with pontoona Grace wore a cork 
jacket, but in cage of a fall into the water he 
would bave been cumbered by his heavy fur- 
lined top boots. The general belief is that it 
would be impossible for his machine to float 
for any great length of time and that unless 
the aviator was rescued by a ship bound for 
dome distant port there is slendor hope that 


to turn back andalight. He ascended from 
Calais, pointing his eeroplane toward Dover. 

Those who saw the start say he took a 
northeasterly course. He was sighted later 
far to the northeast, over the Goodwin sands, 
some seven miles east of Deal.

The sporting 
public could be assured, too, that Kaufmann 
would give Johnson a fight and not allow his heart 
to rise in his neck and choke him before he put 
his hands up.

But all the more reason is there that 
the standard they maintain for one of 
the noblest of occupations should not be 
dragged down by a horde of self-seekers 
and worse. There is no reason why a 
doctor or surgeon should not expect pay 
as the lawyer, the soldier, the clergyman, 
the clerk, the mechanic, or the banker do. 

But it would be a tremendous loss to 
the profession and to our American life 
if the professional ideal was submérged 
by an unmitigated commercialism. 

Yet the charge is worse. It is not only 
that the money factor has grown. It has 


‘become perverted by outright deceit and 


covert extortion. The source of this evil 
is not merely the graft spirit which is so 
deplorably apparent in business. There 
can be no question that the “ diploma 
mill,” the unscrupulous turning out upon 
the public of untrained, undisciplined hun- 
dreds, is a direct cause. Young men are 
launched upon practice without the neces- 
gary general preparation, without the dis- 
cipline which comes from exacting study in 
an atmosphere of gerious and self-respect- 
ing labor, without proper association or 


the development of a responsible ethical 


sense. 
It is often said by candid lawyers that 


the ethics of legal practice has been low- 


when they are weighed, who, in high 
places and in low, are courageously doing 
the day’s work faithfully, patiently, and 
with a bravery never excelled by mortal 


man in any emergency. 


On ships at sea, in engine cabs, on top 


of freight trains, In Interlocking switch 
towérs, at telegraph keys in a thousand 
places where danger or duty calls, stand 
faithfully men who hold the lives of 
thousands in their hands.

The Christmas concerts oy the Thomas or- 
chestra, though described as “popular” in the 
printed program, offered two numbers of inter- 
est to the musician and the generai public alike.

GIVES ITEMS IN DETAIL 


Taxes for 1909 Will Meet All Require- 
ments, Is Report. 


Springfield, Hl., Dec. 28.— [Special. State 
Auditor McCullough, in his annual report 
to Goy. Deneen, estimates that it will re- 
quire $7,658,028 to meet the expenses of the 
state government for the period between 
Oct. 1 last and June 30, 1911, when the new 
appropriations become available. 

The taxes for 1900 will meet the require- 
ments and leave a few thousand dollars on 
hand, according tothe auditor’s estimate. 

Educational, charitable, and penal reforma- 
tory institutions will receive most of the 
amount figured as necessary to run the state 
government until new appropriations become 
available.

Federal Commissioner to End 
Mediation Effort if Con- 
3 Fails. 


A tentative peace proposition containing a 
mumber of concessions was offered to the 
locomotive engineers’ representatives by 
United States Labor Commissioner Charles 
P. Nein at & conference held at the Audito- 
rium hotel last evening. A similar propoei- 
tion win de submitted to the railroad gen- 
eral managers’ committee this morning, 
when probably the final conference will be 
held in an effort to avert the threatened 
strike. 

Whether there will be peace or war depends 
upom acceptance or rejection of the com- 
promise proposition. Grand Chief Warren 
8. Stone of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers said that the outcome of today’s 
conferences will determine the issue. 

The proposition, which is the first tangible 
offer made since the beginning of federal 
mediation last Saturday, wae submitted to 
the engineers at an evening conference called 
by Commisstoner Neill, following all day 
sessions with both sides at which practically 
nothing wes accomplished. 


Arbitration Last Resort. 
The proposition, it is understood, embodies 
the terms upon which Commissioner Neill 
believes peace can be arrived at. If it should 
be rejected, it was said, there remain only 
two alternatives—arbitration or strike. 
While the proposition ostensibly came from 
Commissioner Neill, it is understood that it 
embodies some of the concessions the -rail- 
roads are willing to yield in order to prevent 
a strike, which is certain to be called, the 
engineers’ leaders say, unless the roads grant 
a satisfactory settlement. 
After receiving the proposition, Grand 
Chief Stone went into conference with the 
brotherhood'’s advisory: boards at the Great 
Northern hotel. He was unable to gather 
together enough of the system chairmen 
to hold a full session of the committee, and 
late in the evening he announced that action 
on the proposition would be postponed until 
this morning. He added that he could not 
predict what action his men would take. 
The development of the evening, however, 
was inclined more decidedly toward peace 
than at any time during the last three or four 
days. Grand Chief Stane spoke more hope- 
fully of the situation and was less belligerent 
in his attitude than earlier in the day.

Annual Report of Hitcheock's 
Assistant Encouraging. 


GAIN BY NEW PAY METHOD. 


Official Points Out Need of Improved 
Ocean Mail Service. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—The annual 
report of Joseph Stewart, second assistant 
postmaster general, submitted today to Post- 


master General Hitchcock, shows a consid- 


erable saving during the year by the bureau 
of the second assistant, which is charged 
with the authorization and direction of the 
transportation of both domestic and for- 
eign mails. 

The aggregate cost of the transportation of 
domestic mails was $81,700,483, while the 
cost of foreign mails was $3,112,302. Not- 
withstanding the increased amount of mail 
handled the percentage of increase in the 
cost was only 1.16 per cent. 


8,875 Mail Routes in Operation. 
During the year 3,375 mall routes were in 
operation, covering a distance of 220,730 
miles, The amount of money necessary for 
railroad transportation for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1912, is $48,083,000, being 5.6 
per cent more than the appropriation for the 
current fiscal year. 

In every instance possible the policy of 
equaling the rate of pay for the traneporta- 
tion of mail by railroad routes on the basis 
of lowest cost has been followed. The de- 
‘partment hac saved $12,274,488 by the opera- 
tion of the new method of adjusting pay. ~ 

The need for improved ocean mall service
